XII recommended-to a group of humanist scholars that in the 
face of modern fear and pessimism they should work “‘to re- 
kindle in the new generation confidence in God, in itself, and 
in the future, thus rendering possible the dawning of a hap- 
pier and more tolerable world order.” 


Danger Of Italy 


Going Communist 
Out Of Picture 


Sforza Declares Red 
Principles Clash With . 
Italian Individualism 


Ottawa—(NC)—If there had 
been any danger that Italians 
would become communists it has 
passed, Count Carlo Sforza, Italian 
Foreign Minister, told a press con- 
ference here. 


The 76-year-old statesman took 
advantage of his trip to Wash- 
ington, D. C., to make a quick 
visit to Ottawa. In the Canadian 
capital he was honored by members 
of the government under Prime 
Minister Louis St. Laurent, and 
he received an honorary doctorate 
of letters from the University of 
Ottawa. 


Count Sforza said there was a 
fundamental opposition between 
the principles of Marxism and the 
individualism of the Italian. For 
that reason, he said, he never be- 
lieved communism would take a 
lasting grip on the people. 

He considered it natural that in 
the immediate post-war days there 
had been a burst of communism. 
This was due, he said, to the ter- 
rible destruction and disorganiza- 
tion of the people. He added that 
some 40 per cent of those who call- 
ed themselves Communists were 
former Fascists. 


The communist ideology has lost : 


its attraction for the Italians, 
whom Count Sforza defined as con- 


servatives in the social sense of the}

The Pope made these recom- 
mendations to members of the In- 
ternational Convention of Human- 
istic Studies, which met in Rome. 
He received them in audience at 
Castelgandolfo, the papal summer 
villa, ‘Thirteen nations, including 
the United States, were represent- 
ed among the scholars. 


The Holy Father based his 
grounds for optimism on the in- 
herent abilities of human nature 
when aided by “the all-powerful 
help of the grace of Christ.” 


The Catholic Church does not 
admit that before God man is noth- 
ing but corruption and sin, tke 
Pope said. On the contrary, in her 
eyes Original Sin has not essen- 
tially affected man’s aptitudes and 
forces; it has left essentially intact 
the natural light of his intelligence 
and his liberty, he explained. 


Sin has left man merely with a 
weakened nature, the Pope said, 
and he must “now make an effort 
to observe the natural law—this 
with the all-powerful help of the 
grace of Christ—so that he can 
live as the honor of God and his 
own dignity as a man require.” 


The Pope reminded scholars that 
the general “concept of man and 
the world, as it appears in the 
Christian and Catholic perspective, 
remains essentially the same in St. 
Augustine, in St. Thomas Aquinas 
and in Dante, it remains the same 
even in modern Christian philoso- 
phy.” The obscurity of certain 
philosophical and theological ques-

Bishop T. J. McDonnell 
Notes SPF Maintains 
Largest News Service 


New York—(NC)—The Pontifi- 
cal Society for the Propagation of 
the Faith in Rome maintains one 
of the World’s largest press ser- 
vices with some 500 correspondents, 
Bishop Thomas J. McDonnell, Aux- 
iliary of New York and national 
director of The Society for the 
Propagation of the Faith in the 
United States, declared. He made 
the statement in commenting on 
the October mission intention of 
His Holiness Pope Pius XII— 
“That Newspapers Might Give 
Greater Space to Missions.” 


The service, known as the Agen- 
zia Internationale Fides, Bishop 
McDonnell pointed out, has cor- 
respondents throughout every part 
of the world “able to give true em- 
phasis to events because they live 
among the people themselves and 
know their languages and their 
customs very well.” 


“Everybody knows that periodi- 
cals of wide circulation do not 
treat of missions except rarely; 
namely, when something extraordi- 
nary or pleasing to the people can 
be reported,” Bishop McDonnell 
commented. “With regard to pa- 
pers of restricted circulation, Cath- 
olic papers report only news which 
refers more to their own nation. 
Papers which might be said to be 
neither Catholic nor entirely op- 
posed to religion pass over the 
missions “in deep silence, while 
others which oppose religion at- 
tack the missions and calumniate 
them.” 

“What would prevent the daily 
newspapers from treating of mis. 
sions?” Bishop McDonnell contin- 
ued.“Some entirely ignore this field. 
Others although Catholic do not 
wish to appear too Catholic, or as 
they say: clerical.”

The infidel, who believes in a Supreme 
Being, infinitely majestic and powerful, as re- 
vealed by the magnitude of the universe, and the 
order in it, justifies his unbelief in revelation 
and in a glorious eternity for man, by declaring 
that God is just too big to bother about us. But 
he does not reason correctly, because an infinite 
Being must have not only bigness, but also every 
other attribute belonging to a divine Person, 
namely, goodness and love and mercy and justice 
and holiness. We actually see all these attributes 
displayed by God in favor of man, and not only 
His power, as manifested in the universe, which 
covers billions times trillions miles of space, 


filled with billions of heavenly bodies; millions of. 


times larger than our earth. 


If God be infinitely good as well as infinite- 
ly powerful, why should He not display that good- 
ness by creating other beings, angelic and hu- 
man, in order to share His everlasting existence? 


There is an axiom of philosophy that “good- 
ness diffuses itself.” If God be infinitely loving, 
we cannot even conceive of His love going too 
far. It, therefore, did not go too far when He 
left Heaven to come down to earth to re-open 
Heaven to man after it had been closed against 
the entire human race because its first repre- 
sentative, fully understanding the consequences, 
rebelled against-Him. “God so loved the world as 
to give His only begotten son” (1 John IV, 9); 
“The Word (another name for the Son of God) 
was made flesh and dwelt amongst us” (John I, 
14). That was an exhibition of infinite love, an 
attribute of an infinite Being. 


‘At the same time God displayed His“infinite 
goodness, He also displayed His infinite mercy 
in behalf of mankind; and if His mercy could 
not go too far, then it did not go too far when 
He ‘offered Himsélf as a victim for mankind's 
‘sins by submitting to “death on the cross.” That 


was infinite mercy, a quality of an infinite 


* 


These same thoughts could be developed in 
regard to everything that the Catholic Church 
teaches. If God be infinitely good, thén why 
should He not offer His Heaven to us immortal 
and rational beings, capable of enjoying it? If 
He be infinitely loving, why should He not have 
made the arrangement which faith teachés He 
did, by which He could remain here on earth 
in the Eucharistic form and unite Himself per- 
sonally, intimately to the individual who loves 
Him with His whole heart? 


If God be infinitely holy, then He cannot be 
indifferent towards sin. He could not permit the 
sinful soul in His all-holy presence in Heaven; 
and here again we encounter His mercy, which 
leads Him to pity the sad state of the sinner and 
to offer Him forgiveness through the holy or- 
dinances, called “Sacraments” which He insti- 
tuted. 


If God be infinitely just, then He must re- 
ward virtue, He must punish unrepented’ sin. 
Even human justice does that. If He be infinite- 
ly just, He would not punish all sinners with the 
same degree of punishment. Human justice dis- 
tinguishes between the petty>thief and the mur- 
derer, and sends one to jail and the other to 
penitentiary for life. On that basis the doc- 
trines of hell as well as of purgatory become not 
only reasonable, but plausible. 


The infidel sees only a one-sided God. But 
God would not be God at all unless He pos- 
sessed every quality that of most perfect person. 


We hardly need to emphasize the fact that 
God is a person, which is defined in the diction- 
ary as a being possessed of intelligence and free 
will. God’s intelligence is infinite, that of the 
angels is limited, and that of the human 
being still more limited. But they are all “per- 
sons” as distinguished from every other creature, 
which lacks the endowments which constitute a 
person. God has no body, but it is not the

Lessons Of Rosary 


While praying in a church in 
Rome an old man held a pack of 
pictures in his hand. He looked at 
the first one for a short time, said 
a short prayer, kissed the picture, 
and going to the next one, did the 
same. Did not this man pray well? 
In saying the rosary we should do 
likewise. While saying the ten Aves 
and looking upon the pictures of 
each decade, the heart and mind 
are occupied with weaving roses of 
love, veneration, contrition and 
prayer. We thus pray the ten Aves 
in a simple, instructive and practi- 
cal manner, fitting for both young 
and old. 


For many who do not love the 
rosary the greatest difficulty and 
the true reason for their aversion 
seems to be found in this, that 
they do not care to behold and 
study these pictures. They do not 
want to compare their own life 
thinking and deeds with the ideal 
which is held up to them in the ro- 
sary. They do not want to be dis- 
turbed in their comfortable groove 
of mediocrity—of lukewarm, love- 
less living. They are so imbedded 
in material things that the rosary’s 
message, speaking of another 
world, of divine service and humil- 
ity, of purity and obedience, of 
self-surrender and sacrifice, of 
death and judgment, fails to move 
or impress them. Only he is a truly 
religious man who puts into prac- 
tice the lessons of the rosary. 

In. the school of the rosary are 
to be found the most sublime and 
elevating teachings. We know how 
much depends on the parents, 
teachers and instructors in regard 
to the education and upbringing of 
the childrén. Great is the influence 
of the home and school; from them 
come the principles and viewpoints 
_— guide their charges through 

ife. 

In the rosary we find the best 
Teacher. In His life there was no 
flaw. He could challenge His 
enemies with the words: “Who of 
you can convict Me of Sin?” And 
the pagan judge had to admit: “I 
find no guilt in Him.” Jesus 
taught not only by word but in 
deeds. He did everything first be- 
fore requiring it of others. He 
taught as one having power. His 
doctrine drew the people around 
Him, so that they even forgot 
about their convenience and did not 
return home for meals. For several 
days they listened with rapt atten- 
tion to His Sermon on the Mount, 
to His words on the banks of Lake 
Genesareth, in the Temple, and in 
the desert, His words gave them 
new courage and infused new hope 
and charity into the hearts of the 
sick and sinners. If we only had 
lived then and had attended His 
school! 

Still, we can acquire this with- 
out too great pains. We need 
only take the rosary in hand and 
sit at the feet of the Master. It 
tells us how He selected His Moth- 
er from among the humble and 
pure; how He passes over the 
proud, how He exalts the humble 
and humbles the proud; how He 
enriches the humble and leaves the 
proud empty; how He Himself was 
obedient from the Crib to the 
Cross; how He lived, suffered and

Clean Heading 


Te Dayton (Ohio) News on 

August 28 gave prominent no- 
tice to a nation-wide campaign 
against indecent literature now be- 
ing waged by 250,000 students in 
Catholic colleges. The Dayton ref- 
erence was to the activity of such 
students attending the University 
of Dayton, The daily observed: 


“John W. Lynch, chairman of the 
National Press commission of the 
National Federation of Catholic 
College Students (NFCCS); said 
yesterday his organization would 
begin the drive sometime in Sep- 
tember. 


“It will be aimed, he said, pri- 
marily at magazines displayed on 
the estimated 200,000 newsstands 
in the United States. 


“Lynch ‘said his organization ‘rep- 
resents some 250,000 students in 
Catholic colleges “throughout the 
country, and that the number of 
workers in the coming campaign 
would be “in the thousands,” 


The National. Press commission 
is the same organization which for 
the past two years has operated 
the Radio Acceptance Poll, which 
obtained public opinion on the ac- 
ceptability of radio programs for 
family listening. . 


“Lynch claimed it was that poll 
which forced the National Associa- 
tion of broadcasters to adopt a 
morality code, similar in effect to 
the one enforced by the Johnson 
office in Hollywood.” 


“He disclosed that the Radio Ac- 
ceptance poll would net be con- 
tinted in September, but that the 
entire weight of the organization 
would be thrown into- the drive 
against indecent magazines, Twen- 
ty thousand students were engaged 


in taking the radio survey.”

Training Bogus Priests 


E Besin lengths to which the Soviet 
government goes to destroy 
religion in the world is indicated 
by one of the latest measures to 
which it has resorted. The Com- 
munists have decided to open 
“Seminaries” conducted under the 
auspices of the “theological” sec- 
tion of the Cominform called 
“Desinform.” Some are already 
in operation in Russia and in a 
few countries behind the Iron Cur- 
tain. They appeal chiefly to semin- 
arians who have been ejected from 
ecclesiastical institutions, and to 
ex-priests who, for one reason or 
another, were suspended from the 
ministry by their Bishops.

DAVID L. COHN wrote an article for the Atlantic Monthly, 
August, 1947, which he captioned “Marrying Is Not Mar- 
riage.” He tells what he means when he observes: 
“Marriage has been made almost meaningless by many 
who marry with the reservation that if they do not like the 
marriage they will quickly get out of it. Whenever the parties

enter into the marriage contract‘ 
with an escape clause in their 
minds, it is a marriage of the mar- 
ket place, as when one buys a stove 
upon 30 days’ trial. Yet such mar- 
riages are performed every day, 
and this with the general approba- 
tion of the community, for they 
could neither exist without that 
approbation‘ nor be conceived in an 
atmosphere hostile to them.” 


Mr. Cohn blames most divorces 
today, first on the facility with 
which a divorce can be procured, 
and secondly on the glamor with 
which parents and the press sur- 
round any kind of a marriage. He 
writes: “It is resented to the 
young by their elders, the movies 
and slick magazine fiction ‘as a 
perpetual Christmas eve.’” He calls 
that deception both cruel and stu- 
pid because it will not be long un- 
til the couple will have realized 
that there is as much sorrow and 
anxiety, eyen in the homes of those 
happily married, as there is joy 
and peace.

Reports being smuggled out of Rumania tell of the terror 
methods the communist regime there’ is employing to force 
its ideal of a Red state on the hapless population. Among 
recent victims of these terror methods are a priest and some 
ten-year-old children who, the regime claims, belong to an 


The priest, the Rev. George 
Villanyi, was the pastor of a vil- 
lage parish in the Oradea Mare 
sector. The trouble arose when 
the village farmers were informed 
by government representatives this 
summer that their entire ay 
were being requisitioned by the 
regime. The farmers resisted the 
order and local police called on 
militia from Oradea Mare. 


Some of the peasants sounded a 
general alarm by ringing the 
church bell against the wishes of 
Father Villanyi. When the troops 
arrived they subdued the peasants 
with arms and then held an on-the- 
spot trial for Father Villanyi be- 
cause the church bell was sounded. 
He was found “guilty,” sentenced 
and shot in the parish garden. 
Local authorities gave orders that 
his body remain there unburied for 
three days as “a public example.” 


The ten-year-old children were 
arrested in the Cluj area for be- 
longing to an allegedly religious 
organization known as the Union 
of the Silver Crucifix. Local ec- 
clesiastical authorities know noth- 
ing of such an organization. From 
other reports it is more probable 
that the children were arrested in 
a government drive to recruit 20,- 
000 Rumanian children, reportedly 
for some project in Russia. 

This “recruiting” of children late 
this summer has given rise 
clashes between communist offi- 
cials and the local population in 
various parts of Rumania. At Od- 
oreu, two men, identified as An- 
drew Papp and Basil Chira, were 
condem to death and shot for 
leading the opposition of local en 
ents to the forced “conscription” 
of their teen-age children. The. 
parents were not informed why or 
where their children were being 
taken. Another man, Alexander 
Biro, was shot at Sanmartin for 
opposing the conscription of child- 
ren there.

Those Coaches—Again 


Parish Athletic Programs and 
athletic participation are more or 
less neutral projects in themselves. 
The developing of the athletes or 
the winning of trophies are not 


worthy goals for a parish youth 


program. Star athletes (even great 


professional players) can be de-

In 
fact it is possible that youth can 
be weaned away from the Church 
by the very activity which tends 


to develop them physically. Too 
large a percentage of the inmates 
of jails and penitentiaries are form- 


er athletes—many of them good 


athletes. There is little or no re- 
lationship between athletic partic- 
ipation, in itself, and the curbing 


of so called juvenile delinquency. 
Qualified Leaders 


The net result, good or bad, that 
will follow from athletic partici- 
pation will depend almost entirely 
upon the leadershi 
is meeting regularly with the team. 
He or she MUST be a model char- 
acter. Athletic greatness or coach- 
ing ability can in no way be trad- 
ed for or balanced against moral 
shortcomings. The coach is the 
teacher (in all that that word im- 
plies), a model, the object of hero 
worship. He or she is acting for 
the parents of the players during 
the practice periods and the con- 
tests. The parents must have con- 
fidence in the coach who is influ- 
encing their children. 


Leaderless Teams 


To often parishes make the ser- 
ious error of organizing teams and 
buying them equipment and then 
putting them into leagues with 
coaches, hoping somehow that some 
good may come from the mere par- 
ticipation. Those experienced with 
youth work, and with athletics in 
“keg know that this policy 
s fraught with great danger. 
The odds are that the competitive 
season for such a team will be a 
failure and that the educational 
aims of the CYO will bear little 
fruit. 

Serious Responsibility 

It is the serious responsibility of 
each parish to'seek out a model 
coach, in a moral sense, for each 
team. Athletic and teaching quali- 
fications are desirable to the de- 
gree that they can be found in the 
parish, but are to be looked upon 
as secondary requirements. Above 
all, don’t put young people into 
athletic activities without a good 
moral leader directly in charge of 
the team.
